A SAD AND TRAGIO DEATH

William M. Findlay Killad by the
Overturning of a Heavy Btage,

Being Todured,and Hed Within Twelve
Hotirs After the Patal Adelilent O
curred,

One of the saddest and most an-
expeoted deiths oconrred in Milford
on Sunday morning that has shocked
the community for many yoars. A
young man in the full vigor of life,
surronnded by a happy il loving
family with hosts of friends, was in
t wioment futally injured, and with-
out ever rignining o spark of con-
soionsness passed nwny. On SBatur-
day evening, April 4th, after the
stago had arvived in Milford and de-
livered the mail and  passengoen,
Willinm M. Findlay and Willinm
Metiownn, who was driving, went
back np town to deliver some por-
cils.  On the rear of the stage wern
two large tranks. As they returned
down Broad street when opposite
T. R. J. Klein's store they stopped
to take upn conple of passengers and
then drove on, Mr. Findlay stand-
ing on tho stops of the wagon,
When they arrived ot the corner of
Broad and Ann streets, the Presby.
torinn church corner,one of the pas-
sengers interforod with the driver, it
{s snid, by taking hold of his vight
arm, which action caused the team to
turn suddenly np Ann strest and
the wheels of the woagon to strike a
large stone lying st the corner of
the sidewnlks. The wagon was
overturned, the oconpants thrown
out and Mr. Findlay fell to the
ground, the mil of the canopy top
of the wagon striking and crushing
his head in a fearful manner. He
was ploked up and shortly after
ponvayed to the house of his father,
John Findlay, nnd medical aid sum.
moned, The splinters of wond
which had entered his brain were
removod but he never recovered
eonscionsness and expired Sunday
morning at kalf past eight o'clock,

No event has transpired for yonrs
which soshocked and startled this
commiuity. Willlam Findlay was a
young man widely known,of modest
and retiring manners, faithfal in
the dischinrge of every duty, and one
in whom the whole town placed im-
plicit confidence, and who was held
in universal respect and esteem. He
hid grown up with his father's husi-
ness, and assumed its care and man-
agement to a great extent, and had
thus becamo a well-known and
fumiliny figure, not only in this
town, but to the many city people
who visit here, He had become the
main stay of his father, who in his
declining yoars, was gradually ro-
ferrving all eare and responsibility to
his shounlders, and reposing in him
the ntmost confilence of which he
was in all respects worthy. It isa
sad, a sudden and sovere blow to the
family. Will was the idol of his
fathier, the hope and comfort of his
mother, boloved by his sisters and
brother, and cherished by all his re.
latives and friends. In this great be-
reavement the gorrowing family has
the nureserved sympoathy of the com
munify,and so far as condolence can
operate ns a balm it is most lavishly
bestowed.
